CUXHAVEN, March 18.—The return 
Admiral Prince Henry of Prussia to Ger- 
man soil, took place this afternoon amid all 
the pomp and circumstance with which the 
Empcror has seen fit to mark the 
cessful ending of his brother's 
mission. 

The same good fortune of freedom from 
untoward Incidents which characterized the 
Prince’s journey continued until the end. 
The landing took place during a period of 
brilliant sunshine, after an overcast day.

land, having on board the Prince and his } 


suite, was sighted at 5:30 o'clock. The bat-

the roadstead to meet the Deutschland and 
returned escorting the big liner. 
Deutschland tied up to the new stone quay, 
being the first ship to dock there.

Side by side his Majesty and Prince Hen- 
ry then passed in front of the 
guard, which stood at salute. jfter 
the marine guard passed in revésw, while 
the band of the imsrial yacht Hohenzol- 
lern played the national anthem. 

The passengers on the Deutschland 
crowded to the steamer’s rail and cheered 
heartily during the ceremony. Some of the 
American passengers waved little American 
flags; otherwise the Stars and Stripes were 
not seen. 

After the inspection of the guard of hon- 
or and the veterans by Emperor William, 
his Majesty and his party, Prince Henry 
and his staff, and Commander Bechler 
boarded a tender, and, amid fresh salutes, 
music, and cheering proceeded to the Kais- 
er Wilhelm II. Upon arriving there the 
crew of that vessel manned ship to re- 
ceive the royal personages. 

The Kaiser Wilhelm II. weighed anchor 
at. a quarter past 7 o'clock and started 
toward Kiel through the canal. A banquet 
was served on board the warship. 

Before disembarking from the Deutschland 
Prince Henry again thanked Capt. Albers 
for the comfort and kindness he had ex- 
peseiaed on board the vessel, and paid a 

igh compliment to the ship and the sea- 
manilike qualities shown 
The Prince presented signed photographs 
of himself and scarf pins surmounted by 
crowns to Capt. Albers, to the First Officer 
of the Deutschland, and to Chief Engineer 
Barends. When the last-mentioned came 
forward to receive his two gifts, Prince 
Henry said he was especially glad to meet 
him, as he had heard of his bravery in say- 
ing twenty-seven lives at the time of the 
Hoboken fire of June 30, 1900. The Prince 
added that neither Germany nor the United 
States would forget the Chief Engineer's 
action.

INTERVIEW WITH THE PRINCE. 


ON BOARD THE DEUTSCHLAND, 
March 18, 3 P. M.—As this steamer drew 
near to Cuxhaven Prince Henry received 
the correspondent of The Associated Press 
in his Royal Highness’s cabin. The Prince 
said: 

“I desire to send a last word through 
you to America, to say how deeply grateful 
I am for the measureless kindness I re- 
ceived while there. I tried to say this be- 
fore I left, but I want to say again that I 
am grateful for the cordial and generous 
manner in which the people and the Presi- 
dent of the United States received me. 

“I met and talked with as many individ- 
uals as I could, but of course I saw most 
or the people in crowds, and sometimes 
only from the railroad car platform, and 
only long enough to touch my cap or take 
off my hat to them. I wish to thank all 
those thousands for the trouble they took.” 

The Prince spoke with feeling. He 
tinued: 

“I had no opportunity of studying the 
details of industry as I would like to have 
done.” 

As to the fatigue incident to the trip, the 
Prince said:

$31,800,000 CANAL BILL 
PASSED BY THE SENATE. 


Measure Now Will Go to Assembly and 
a Warm Fight Over It Is 


Promised. 
Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, March 18.—The Davis Canal 
bill, carrying an appropriation of $31,800,- 
000, for the improvement of the Erie and 
Champlain Canals, passed the Senate to- 
day by a vote of 27 to 15. There was no 
debate, but on the roll call several Sen- 
ators asked to be excused long enough to 
explain their reasons for voting against 
the bill, 

Senator Raines's explanation was brief, 
but pointed. He sald: ‘‘I wish to be re- 
corded against this bill because I do not 
wish to assist our Democratic friends to 
carry this State next Fall.” 

Senator Lewis of Rochester said he was 
opposed to the bill because, while it called 
for an appropriation of but $31,800,000, the 
result of it would be the ex- 
penditure of over $90,000,000. It was, he 
said, a deception upon the taxpayers of 
the State. Senator Brackett was present, 
but refused to vote. 

The bill now goes over to the Assembly, 
and will be taken in charge by the Rules 
Committee. If the Rules Committee ever 
seriously considered throttling the meas- 
ure, that intention has been abandoned. It 
conceded that such a procedure woula 
be too highhanded. Therefore the bill will 


be reported out, although every member of 
the committee, with one exception, is an 
anti-canal man. 

Efforts to beat the bill on the floor, how- 
ever, will not be delayed, and it is in- 
timated that it is the Intention of the 
Rules Committee to slaughter the leg- 
islation of all those members who 
refuse to obey orders on the bill. This 
course of. action promises to be effective, 
unless the canal delegation from New York 
is able to demonstrate to the members 
whose’ legislation will be jeopardized by a 
vote for the Canal bill that it would be for 
their interest to give the Canal .bill the 
preference over any other bills which they 
have pending. The canal men are confi- 
dent that the bill will pass, but the antl- 
canal men also are confident that they 
have it beaten. If the bill should pass there 
is no doubt that it would receive the sig- 
nature of the Governor, as it is in line with 
his recommendations in his message.

Sibley. Previously they had voted down 
the Dick and Morris propositions, offered 
by the beet sugar men. The result is, as 
was indicated in THe Times, a victory for 
the organization of the House leaders, 
which, within a comparatively short time, 
has by dint of good management and hard 
work turned a minority into a majority, a 
defeat into victory. Cuban reciprocity is 
now assured on the lines laid down by 
Mr. Payne and Mr. Sibley. 

It is a victory for the President, although 
the scheme now adopted by the Republicans 
of the House is far from waat he origin- 
ally had in mind. He, however, adopted the 
Payne-Sibley plan, and the Administration 
leaders in the House have been pushing it 
as a Roosevelt measure. 

The beet-sugar men carried out their 
promise of fighting to the last. There were 
conferences all day long, but in every case 


the beet-sugar men held out for their plan, | 


although they knew they were beaten. 
They fought for either the Dick or the 
Morris scheme, and they carried this fight 
into to-night’s conference. 

The major part of the time was consumed 
in useless talk—useiess, because the re- 
sult was already assured. Mr. Littlefield 
of Maine made the principal argument for 
the ‘‘insurgents,’’ and after many others 
had spoken, Mr. Payne closed the case for 
the Administration in a speech which was 
strong and impassioned. After this Mr. 
Weeks make a final argument, but it was 
short, and the vote was then taken--first 
on the Dick plan, then on the Morris 
scheme, and finally on the Payne plan, 
after Mr. Payne had accepted the Sibley 
amendment, 

The bill will now be pressed and passed, 
and will then go to the Senate. In spite 
of the recent indications of Senatorial de- 
fection, there is practically no doubt, as 
things stand -ow, that the upper house 
will agree to it—probably with amendments, 
which the House will accept. Senator Bur- 
rows is regarded as the leader of the Sen- 
ate “‘insurgents,’’ but when it comes to a 
vote it is to be doubted whether even he 
will venture to oppose the amended bill. 


THE PROCEEDINGS IN DETAIL. 


How the Fight for Reciprocity Was Won 
—Beet Sugar Men’s Final 
Proposition. 


WASHINGTON, March 1S.--About 140 Re- 
publican members of the House met in to- 
night's conference—the fifth gathering held 
to settle the Cuban reciprocity question. 
Among those present were Speaker Hen- 
Chairman Payne of the Ways 


and Means Committee, and others who have 


figured prominently in the contest. 

Representative Overstreet of Indiana pro- 
posed at the outset that the discussion be 
limited to an hour on each side, and this 
view was approved by the conference. 

Chairman Payne made a statement of the 
difficulties encountered by the arbitrating 
conference He frankly confessed that 
nothing had been accomplished. Mr. Payne 
said the proposition of the Ways and Means 
Committee now was in effect that present- 
ed by Mr. Sibley at the last conference, 
namely, for 20 per cent. reciprocity, limited 
to December, 1903. 

Representative Dick of Ohio, one of the 
conferrees of the element opposing the 
Ways and Means Committee, said he was 
still hopeful of an ultimate agreement, and 
he urged deliberate action in order that 
harmony might prevail in the ena. or. 
Dick closed by presenting resolutions rep- 
resenting the views of the conferrees who 
had represented the opposition element, 

They urged that the Committee on Ways 
and Means be directed to report to the 
House a bill for the relief of Cuba embody- 
ing provisions that the President be author- 
ized to enter into a commercial agreement 
with the Government of Cuba to pay each 
year for three years to the Government of 


Cuba a sum of money equivalent to 20 per

centum of the duties collected and paid 
into the Treasury of the United States on 
goods, Wares, and merchandise, the growth 
or the product of the Island of Cuba im- 
ported into this country. 

In support of these resolutions Mr. Dick 
said that, mindful of the fact recently de- 
veloped that during the last fiscal year 
there was a deficit in the public treasury 
of the Island of Cuba of nearly $500,000, the 
beet sugar men submit the following rea- 
sons for opposing a reduction of duties and 
substituting a rebate plan: 

‘1. It will afford relief both to the Gov- 
ernment and to the people of Cuba. 

‘2. It makes certain that Cuba and her 
people and no one else will be the beneficli- 
aries of our action. 

“3. By its adoption we keep faith 
the people of this country and with 
people of Cuba. 

“4. It does not violate our 
party ae of 1896 and 1900. 

“5. It docs not disturb existing conditions 
in this country. 

“6 It does not alter or modify 
schedule of the present tariff law. 

"7, It does not injure or discourage any 
domestic industry or prevent its further de- 
velopment, 

“8. It avoids an inopportune agitation of 
questions affecting industrial conditions of 
unparalleled prosperity. 

“9. It would secure reciprocal trade con- 
cessions from Cuba and give time to ascer- 
tain the value of such trade relations be- 
tween the two republics under existing 
conditions. 

“10. Its reciprocal feature furnishes 
consideration which makes the proposed 
measure of undoubted constitutionalityv. It 
is as competent for Congress to purchase 
trade concessions from foreign countries as 
to purchase naval or coaling stations. 

“11. It fis sustained by precedent, since 
the establishment of our Government and 
particularly by the legislation 
duties collected on 
Rico and the Philippine Islands. 

“12. It affords the means and opportunity 
for successfully inaugurating and perman- 
ently establishing the new Government of 
Cuba during a time which the experience 
of all nations has shown will be its most 
critical period. 

‘13. It affords relief until the present ad- 
verse trade conditions affecting the price 
of sugar shall have been improved by the 
abolishment of European sugar bounties. 

“14, It discharges every obligation as- 
sumed by us under the provisions of the 
treaty of Paris, the Platt amendment, and 
by our intervention to secure .he independ- 
ence of Cuba.” 

Representative Lacey of Towa supported 
the Ways and Means proposition. Repre- 
sentative Hepburn of Iowa made a some- 
what satirical speech as to the relief which 
the proposed reciprocal plan would give to 
Cuba.

of the question, Mr. Payne brought the de- 
bate to a close with an earnest plea tor the 
support of the reciprocity proposition, and 
a motion that the previous question be or- 
dered on all pending propositions. 


This brought the question to a decisive 


issue rather unexpectedly, and the voting 


began amid considerable excitement. The 
previous question was ordered by a vote 
of 75 yeas to 56 nays, which was the first 
decisive test of strength between the two 
contending elements. 

The next vote was on the rebate plan of- 
fered by Mr. Dick earlier in the evening, 
representing the views of those opposed to 
the Ways and Means Committee. The sub- 
stitute was defeated—i7 to 7%. After this 
vote quite a number of those in the minor- 
ity withdrew from the chamber. 

Mr. Morris of Minnesota, one of the con- 
ferrees on behalf of the beet sugar inter- 
ests, offered an amendment taking off the 
differential on refined sugar. This was de- 
teated, 50 to 72. 

This cleared the way for the final vote 
on the reciprocity proposition as brought 
forward by Mr. Payne, modified by the 
amendment of Mr. Sibley, limiting its dura- 
tion to December, 1903. The vote was taken 
on these two propositions as a whole, re- 
sulting, yeas, 85; nays, 31. 


Immediately following this vote the con- ! 


ference adjourned. 

The Payne resolution, as adopted to- 
night, gives the general form of a bill, au- 
thorizing the President to negotiate a com- 
mercial agreement with Cuba for recipro- 
cal and equivalent concessions, by which 
the rates of duty shall be reduced at least 
“0 per cent. ad valorem on all articles im- 
ported from Cuba into the United States. 
lt also provides that the United States im- 
migration and exclusion laws shall be en- 
acted by the Government of Cuba as a 
preliminary to reciprocity. The Sibley 
amendment, which is adopted as a part of 
the Payne resolution, recites that the fore- 
going 20 per cent. reduction shall be ** lim- 
ited in its duration and effect to the Ist 
day of December, 1903." 


MR. CLEVELAND 65 YEARS OLD. 


Ex-President Spends His Birthday at 
Home—Expresses His Views 
on Public Questions. 


PRINCETON, N. J., March 18.—Ex-Pres- 
ident Grover Cleveiand was sixty-five years 
old to-day. 

Mr. Cleveland spent the whole day at his 
home, on Bayard Lane, with his wife and 
children. As he was confined to the house 
much of the Winter, account of sick- 
ness, he deemed it advisable, owing to the 
sudden change in the weather, to remain 
indoors and thus avoid chance of an- 
other attack of illness. 

When seen by a reporter this afternoon, 
Mr. Cleveland appeared to be in a happy 
frame of mind and talked freely on several 
questions. Asked how he had spent the day, 
he said: 

“Very quietly and pleasantly, with my 
family and in entertaining a few of .my 
neighb®rs who called.’ 

In reply to a question on the agitation 
for the construction of an isthmian canal, 
he said: 

‘I notice the question has already been 
debated and passed by one of the houses, 
and I see no reason why it should not go 
through. Much care should be exercised, 
however, that we do not make the thing 


merely a kind of grab bag for ourselves.”’ 

Mr. Cleveland said he had not carefully 
looked over Henry Watterson’'s recent let- 
ter, in which he assails the present Admin- 
istration at Washington and makes the ac- 
cusation that things are politically in bad 
shape there with the Republican Party. 
Commenting on it, Mr. Cleveland said: 

* Well, the party may get badly mixed up 
with itself at times, but it seems to have 
the faculty of pulling together at con- 
venient times.’’ 

He also expressed the opinion that much 
g00d would come out of the meetings of 
the National Civic Federation's Arbitration 
Committee whenever emergenciés arose 
sufficient to warrant the calling of the 
members of the committee together.

TOO LARGE A WHEAT CROP. 


Farmers of Manitoba Have Trouble to 
Dispose of Grain, 
Specia: to The New York Times. 

BOSTON, March 18.—A special from Fort 
William, Ontario, Canada, says that the 
Provinces of Manitoba and Assiniboia are 
suffering from too large a crop of wheat. 
So much grain was raised in these provinces 
last Fall that there is no way of getting it 
to market, and no possibility of storing it 
in terminal elevators. 

The farmers and grain buyers of the prov- 
inces have applied to Americans railways 
and elevator companies at Duluth for help, 
and their surplus wheat is now going into 
Duluth at the rate of hundreds of cars a 
day. A number of million bushels will be 
taken there before the opening of naviga- 
tion. Already the amount received at Du- 
luth has amounted to 6,000,000 bushels, or 
more : 

Last year for the first time the exporta- 
ble surplus of wheat from Northwestern 
Canada exceeded 25,000,000 bushels, and it 
has this year reached a total twice as 
large. Farmers are now selling their wheat 
at 10 to 15 cents a bushel less than it 
would be worth with ampler transportation 
facilities, and the farmers of the North- 
western American States are face to face 
with a serious competition. 


With Cost of Staple and Wages In- 
creased, Higher Values Are Expected.

BOSTON, March 18.—The American Cot- 
ton Yarn Exchange says: ‘In our January 
and February letters we have been giving 
out cautionary signals, advising our friends 
that we expected to see higher values for 
cotton, cotton goods, and cotton yarns; we 
advised ail our customers to cover their 
contracts with varns. The higher price for 
coiton has been a severe blow to many, as 
they have been led to believe from the ex- 
perts on crop estimates that we were to 
have a large crop, and that lower prices 
would prevail this Spring for the staple.

In less than five 
minutes the fireboat Zophar Mills, acting 
under ordérs from him, had pulled away 
the lighter, and a dozen streams of water 
were pouring upon the burning cotton 
from hoses brought on the pier by the 
land forces. 

Meanwhile, the ferryboat John McCul- 
lough of the Erie Railroad was seen to 
emerge from her slip at the foot of Cham- 
bers Street and glide slowly out toward 
midstream. As she reached a point not 
more than 200 feet from the shore, a second 
lighter was swept across her bow, and the 
onlookers from the land breathed more 
freely as they saw her go on her way to 
Jersey City unharmed. As she passed on- 
ward the fire on the Providence Line pier 
was put out, and then came the race of 
the night,

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Representative Hepburn Makes His An- 
nual Speech Against It—Witty 
and Caustic Comment. 

Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—Representa- 
tive Hepburn of Iowa to-day made his an- 
nual speech against the River and Harbor 
bill. Mr. Hepburn’s speeches against this 
measure always Hstened to with in- 
tense interest, and every Congressman is 
in his seat to hear them, although the 
House always votes him down. To-day his 
speech was, as usual, witty and caustic 
and filled with expositions of the methods 
by which the “Pork bill” is pushed 
through. 

He declared that it was done by a swap- 
ping policy. The Speaker always appointed 
on the River and Harbor Committee men 
from districts that really needed improve- 
ments. That, he said, made it incumbent 
on these men to get the improvements 
through. Then the other members, who did 
not need improvements so much in their 
districts, held up the members of the com- 
mittee by refusing to vote for the improve- 
ments in these districts unless they got 
what they wanted for their own. 

Mr. Hepburn said that years ago he had 
prophesied that before he died he would see 
the river and harbor appropriation rise to 
a hundred million dollars. ‘ Already,’’ he 
said, ‘I have seen it reach seventy mill- 
ions, and if the policy goes on, with no re- 
laxation of the pressure on the Chairman, 
that prophecy of mine will have fulfillment 
earlier than many of us now expect.” 

He described the methods pursued as 
‘‘log-rolling,”’ and while he _ excepted 
Chairman Burton of the committee from 
his criticism, he described the other cam- 
mitteemen as Burton’s “‘ rapacious asso- 
clates."” Mr. Hepburn also made things 
interesting for Speaker Henderson by say- 
ing: 

“Some time we may have a Speaker 
with courage enough to see to it that the 
tiver and Harbor Committee is not com- 
posed of men who come from districts that 
have a special interest in that bill. The 
whole plan ts one of appointing men Oh that 
committee who represent those interests.” 
Mr. Hepburn added that this was_not in- 
tended as a reflection on Speaker Hender- 
son, but the Speaker did not seem to enjoy 
it, nevertheless. 

Speaking of the Hennepin Canal, Mr. 
Hepburn admitted that he had voted for it. 
* But considering the mental penance I 
have undergone since,” said he, “and my 
infancy and ignorance when I cast the vote, 
it will not go as hard with me as with a 
hard-headed old sinner like my friend from 
Illinois (Mr. Reeves) should he attempt to 
indulge in another freak of legislation.’ 
Laughter. 

Othe oe was projected to the 
produce of the farmers of Iowa the 
Great Lakes,” suggested Mr. Reeves. 

‘Quite true,’’ retorted Mr. Hepburn, 
‘*but the farmers of that day are all dead, 
while the incompleted canal continues to 
draw its annual appropriations from the 
Treasury.’

It was just twenty minutes to 8 o'clock 
when the quartermaster was preparing to 
go forward to ring eight bells, that Patrick 
Hussey, watchman the pier, discov- 
about midway the pier that the 
cotton was on fire. In an instant the 
flames had dashed along the pier, and in 
less than five minutes the entire structure 
was ablaze. 

Two or three hundred lightermen, long- 
shoremen, sallors, &c., who were on the 
pler made a wild rush to reach the street 
outside and escape the doom that was im- 
pending. Nearly every one succeeded in 
getting to the street by way of the pler, 
but a few had to jump into the water, to be 
rescued a minute later by willing hands 
from the Naval Reserve training ship 
Portsmouth and tugmen and longshoremen 
who happened to be in the vicinity. 

One of those that had jumped into the 
water was Hussey, the watchman. When 
rescued he was found to be badly burned 
and suffering from the inhalation of smoke 
and flame that had enveloped him on the 
pier while giving the alarm that resulted in 
so many lives being saved. He was taken 
to St. Mary’s Hospital, where he was said 
to be in a precarious condition. 

Another man, a Swede, and a member of 
the crew of the ill-fated liner, also jumped 
overboard, and was half drowned when 
pulled out of the water. A woman and 
child on the barge Tonawanda also had a 
narrow escape, and were only saved by 
the presence of mind of the husband and 
father, who threw a bale of cotton into 
the water and then flung his loved ones 
upon it. They were rescued a few minutes 
later by members of the crew of the Ports- 
mouth. 

Missing last night from the ship’s roster 
were said to be Chief Engineer William 
Scott, and Constans Dietca, a fireman. All 
the rest of the crew were reported as ac-

CREW WERE DISCONTENTED. 
The fact that most of the crew of the 
British Queen went ashore in the early 
afternoon accounts for the apparent small 
of lfe. The firemen, stokers, and 
most of the sailors left the ship shortly 
after 5 o’clock. They went away in small 
groups, swearing at the treatment they had 
experienced on the ship and were loud in 
their complaints that they had been given 
Httle or no food. Three of them, Donald 
Edwards, Charles Graves, and Peter 
Ferendur, firemen, were arrested in the 
afternoon and locked up at Police Head- 
quarters in Hoboken at the instance of 
Officer David Barti of the British Queen, 
and Frederick Rudolph, the cook of the

Members of the crew declared that most 
of their breakfasts had been of mush 
and ship's biscuit with poor coffee, 
and that they had had meat. only 
three times on the _ trip. They de- 
scribed this as being all bone. They said 
that with the exception of small allowances 
of potatoes their food had been entirely of 
salt meat. Among those most outspoken 
against the bad treatment alleged by the 
sallors were two stokers, Gerald Pierre Van 
Wyn Berghe and Frank Van Atchteren, 
both of Antwerp. 

The complaints of the sailors were heard 
long before the fire, and led to reports that 
it might have been of incendiary origin. 
The two sailors from Antwerp after the 
fire said that this was impossible, for it 
was an unusually good crew, and though 
there was reason for dissatisfaction, yet 
there was not a man aboard who was an 
Anarchist or who would dare to tempt the 
sure death which must come to the sailor 
who scuttles or sets fire to a ship. 

The British Queen was half loaded, and 
there were on the pier at the time the fire 
started about a hundred men, while 
in the liner and under the hatches placing 
the cargo were about one hundred and fifty 
more, it is said. When Hussey gave the 
alarm, work of getting the cargo aboard 
was proceeding briskly. Not a soul was 
prepared for the alarm, smoking on the 
pler being strictly forbidden, and a sharp 
lookout kept all times for the least pos- 
sible sign of anything that might start a 


Suddenly Hussey’s voice rang out clear 
‘ and strong, ‘ Fire! fire!’ In .a moment 
i every man on that pier and inside the black 
hull of the liner, remembering the terrible 
story of the North German Lloyd disaster 
that had taken place just a few blocks be- 
low, made a dash for the street. The crew 
scrambled down the gangplanks or jumped 
from the sides of the vessel to the dock, 
many of them alighting on the cotton that 
a moment later was to burst out in flame, 
and started for the opening that led to the 
street, With the exception of the chief 
engineer and fireman, all managed to make 
good their escape. 

The pier was hardly clear of the men 
when the flames curled through the open- 
ings in the pier, and lashing over the sides 
of the British Queen ignited her upper 





works. For a few minutes the fire spread 
with marvelous rapidity, and then, about 9 
o'ciock, suddenly appeared to die out, and 
those on both shores of the river thought 
that the worst was over. In about ten 
niinutes, however, the flames shot heaven- 
ward again, not to die out until the pier 
was mass of smoking ruins, the ship, 
nothing but a charred shell, and all the 
lighters and barges that had been moored 
close to her, absolutely destroyed.

There was plenty of water, but a wind so 
high that it was at once reaiized that 
there was littlhe hope of saving the dock 
and that there was grave danger that the 
docks of the big steamship companies 

ould probably go if there should be a shift 
in the wind. 

The fireboats from New York did splen- 
did work, pouring tons of water on the 
tlames, but their chief value was in saving 
the adjoining docks, where they threw tons 
of water and again and again quenched 
flames on roofs and on the piling, where 
the burning oil drifted and started 
minute or two a new fire. 

The loss to the steamship 
and the other craft that were destroyed 
last night with their cargoes was estimated 
in the neighborhood of $1,00U0,00U. The 
pier, which was a wooden structure 300 feet 
long, Was totally destroyed, and was said 
to be worth about $300,000, while the in- 
terior of the British Queen, with her

In an uneven ovrocession, the gritis 
Queen, two barges, and two lighters, 
a mass of flames, dritted down the 
and into the harbor. From the top of 
tull buildings on this side of the river 
sight was one long to be remembered. 

The two lighters were laden with cotton 
and jute, and the reason they succeeded 
in drifting against this shore was that 
the tugs and fireboats were busy at- 
tending to the larger and more valuable 
craft that they neglected to keep a proper 
watch on these smaller ones. It was only 
after the lighters had actually drifted 
gainst the docks on this side of the river, 
and had begun to endanger the shipping 
and piers along West Street, that the three 
fireboats, Zophar Milis, New Yorker, and 
Patrol, ceased to chase the British Queen 
and turned their attention to the shore 
which they were supposed to protect. 

Thet British Queen was never dangerous- 
lv near this side, for nearly fifty tugs sur- 
rounded her as soon as she began to drift, 
and finally beached her on the flats off 
Communipaw, just where the North Ger- 
man Lloyd liner Saale was beached two 
years ago, after more than fifty men and 
women had perished in her hold 

For the two hours during which the fiery 
procession lasted a canopy of light, alter- 
nating from a dim glow to a glare that ren- 
dered visible every building on each coast, 
Was thrown over New York, Jersey City, 
Hoboken, and the islands of the upper 
harbor. From the wreck of the British 
Queen pillars of flame shot up again and 
ugain, casting over an area of miles a light 
that outiined the sky line of the cities as 
clearly as if it were midday. 

very iime the f ames shot up from the 
wreck the fleet of tugs came into plain 
view around her. Streams of water poured 
from their hose into the seething mass of 
iron and steel, showing that the liner'’s 
towering Masts Were twisted like reeds by 
the heat. her iron sides warped, her wooden 
superstructure a crumbling heap of débris. 


THE LAST GREAT FIRE 
AT THE HOBOKEN DOCKS. 
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The night was the second 


great fire that has visited the Hoboken 
Water front within the last two years, the 
other being that which destroyed the docks 
and three ships of the North German Lloyd 
Steamship Company on the afternoon of 
June 30, 1900, and which cost the lives of 
at least 128 people, besides causing injury 
to hundreds of others. 

It was about 4 o'clock in the afternoon of 
a sultry, hot day when fire was discovered 
in a load of cotton on Pier 3 of the North 
The fire spread with 
startling rapidity, and within five minutes 
it had enveioped all the piers of the com- 
pany and was sweeping over the vessels 
which were moored to the docks. 

‘hese ships were the Saaie, a single 
screw passenger steamer; the Bremen, a 
slow passenger and freight steamer, and 
the Main, principally a treight liner. The 
Kaiser W ihelm der Grosse hud also docked 
at its pier, but it was hauled out in time, 
and was only slightly damaged. The Saale, 
the Bremen, and the Main, however, caught 
fire before they could be cleared, ana 
within their burning holds scores of people 
were caught and burned to death. 

The Saale and Bremen lay helpless in 
their berths of fire, and later floated out 
into the North River. Many of the crews 
jumped from the blazing ships, trusting to 
be picked up by tugs. The Saale, on which 
the loss of life was particularly heavy, 
drifted on to the Communipaw flats, and 
the Bremen was picked up by tugs, towed 
out into the river, and beached on the Jer- 
sey shore near Weehawken, where she 
burned for two days. 

On the Main, the newest of the boats, 
which never got away from her pier, 
most horrible sights were witnessed. 
few minutes after the fire started the ves- 
sel was a mass of flames, and in every 
porthole sometimes one, sometimes two or 
three victims could be seen trying to 
craw! out. A dense cloud of smoke ob- 
scured the vessel for a time, and when it 
cleared away the bodies were seen hanging 
apparent lifeless from the same _ port- 
holes. On this steamer a number of men 
saved their lives by taking refuge in the 
coal bunkers. After the fire had burned 
around them for twenty-four hours they 
were rescued. The Main burned at her 
dock until July 3. 

The total number of known dead in the 
fire was 128, but the exact number was 
The loss on account of 
the fire was estimated at over $6,000,000,

built at Newport News at a cost of about 
£400,000, The Saale was converted into a 
tank ship, and at Shooter Island, where she

FIRE INSURANCE HIGHER 


New York Exchange Makes Rad- 
ical Advances in Rates. 


Hotel Risks Increase 25 Per Cent. and 
Other Classes of Property Go Up 
from 50 to 100 Per Cent. 


The New York Fire Insurance Exchange 
fyesterday made a radical advance in fire 
insurance rates on many classes of prop- 
erty in this city. Throughout most of the 
States of the Union, excepting only a few 
of the larger cities, similar advances have 
been made since the Waterbury and Pater- 
s0n conflagrations, but it had been expect- 
ed in many quarters that New York City 
would not be subjected to like action by the 
fire underwriters. The increase was made 
yesterday, however, at a special meeting 
of'the Exchange. 

Rates on hotels in 
vanced 25 per cent., as well 
on all or mixed 


omnibus 
ards in single occupancy manufactur- 


ing risks, excepting breweries, which are 
not already rated under the new mercantile 
schedule recently adopted, 

There were also advances on rates cover- 
ing dwellings, combined stores and dwell- 
ings, apartment houses and flat houses. 
These rate increases range all the way 
from 25 to 100 per cent. of the prevailing 
premium charges. For instance, such apart- 
ment houses as have been rated at 10 cents 
per each $100 of insurance are now to be 
charged 15 cents per $100. A new classifi- 
cation schedule of these hazards, which 
divided them according to their quality of 
construction and method of occupancy, was 
approved, thus drawing a line between 
dwellings and apartment houses, which 
many underwriters have for some time 
thought should be insisted upon. Then on 
the basis of this new classification a series 
orf minimum rates was framed and applied 
to each of the classes into which these 
hazards are divided. The new schedule of 
rates, unde r the terms of the resolution, 
went into effect immediately after the ad- 
journmnt of the meeting of the Exchange 
yesterday noon. 

The Exchange also amended Section 14 
of its agreement by making it read, in part, 
as follows: 

“A form 2f binder with a fifteen-day 
limitation clause shail also be prepared and 
its use required.”’ 

Coincident with the adoption of this 
amendment, a resolution was passed to the 
effect that the use of the five-day binder, 
which was adopted on Feb. 2%, be sus- 
pended until further notice. 

The reason for the general advances 
made in metropolitan fire insurance rates 
Was the same as that which led to the in- 
creases in rates in other parts of the coun- 
try. In 1808 there was a tariff rate war 
in New York, and then for three years 
there came a period of an abnormally high 
“aggregate of fire losses all over the United 
States. [nn addition to these fires came 
the Jacksonville conflagration of last year. 
The result of all this experience was that 
over thirty companies stopped underwrit- 
ing, reinsured their business in other com- 
panies, and paced their affairs in volun- 
tary liquidat.on. 

So far 1902 has shown the same record of 
an excessive number of ordinarily destruct- 
ive fires, together with two conflagrations, 
Paterson and Waterbury. Almost immedi- 
ately a special meeting of underwriters 
was held under auspices associated with 
the National Board of Fire Underwriters 
and the organizauon known as the Eastern 
Tinion, and resolutions were adopted rec- 
ommending that all rating compacts and 
bureaus raise rates 25 per cent. wherever 
advisable, in order to prevent the advent 
of financial instability. The New England 
Fire Exchange, the Southeastern Tariff As- 
sociation, the Middle Department. the West- 
ern Union, the New York State Fire Under- 
writers’ Association, and many local boards, 
the Buffalo Board of Fire Underwriters 
being the first of the latter, acted. Then 
lust week the Chicago Fire Underwriters’ 
Association raised many rates 25 per cent. 
and others 50 per cent,, and now the New 
York Fire Insurance Exchange has taken

Its Purpose Explained by M. Mabilleau 
and Prof. Cohn to the League for 
Political Education. 


M. Léopold Mabilleau, the Director of the 
Social Museum of Paris, explained the pur- 
pose of the institution with which he 
connected to the League for Political Edu- 
cation, at 23 West Forty-fourth Street, 
yesterday. He lectured in French, his lect- 
ure being afterward summarized in English | 
by Prof. Adolphe Cohn of Columbia Uni- | 
versity. |

The League for Political Education has 
for some time been considering the project 


of establishing in this city a social mu- 


seum similar to that in Paris. In Boston, 
too, the subject has been under considera- 


tion by a coterie of persons interested in 


social and political science. 

Prof. Cohn said that the material for the 
establishment of the Social Museum in 
Paris had been gathered during the Paris 
Exposition in 1889, and that when the ex- 
position was all over persons interested in 
sociology had decided that the material 
which had been collected would have to be 
kept together in order to be of any value 
Ceunt de Chambrun, who was worth about 
$4,000,000, became interested in the project, 
and through his donations the Musée 
Social was established in 1804. Besides en- 
dewing it the Count de Chambrun be- 
queathed the bulk of his fortune to the in- 
stitution. Prof. Cohn described the museum 
as follows: 

“It is. first of all, a library, which con- 
tains reference books bearing on subjects 
of social and political science. It is also 
an art gallery. Types of life under certain 
conditions are depicted on canvas. It is a 
clearing house of information regarding 
social movements and institutions. It has 
correspondents and representatives in near- 
ly every country in the world. They sub- 
mit what they learn, say about a strike, in 
an accurate manner, to the museum. There 
this information is tabulated and arranged. 
It gives advice without payment concerning 
the establishment and management of co- 
operative societies and banks, trade unions, 
and the various forms of philanthropy. 

‘“*‘T need scarcely emphasize the story 
which Mr. Mabilleau has told you of how 
the museum took up a body of girls who 
were making dolls for a living. and who 
were getting 14 cents a day—not enough to 
subsist on. 3y inducing th to hire a 
hall, work in it, and then sé their wares 
themselves, we brought their wages up to 
from 444f. to 5f. per day. 

“Then there are the co-operative socie- 
ties which are being conducted by the mu- 
seum, which meet to learn how to spend 
their money to advantage—that is to say, 
how to buy the necessities of life to the 
greatest possible advantage. And there are 
the ‘foresight’ societies. Those that are 
organized to provide against the ills and 
dark days of life—sickness, old age, and 
death. You see, the museum not for 
study alone—it does things. 

“The museum is a place where both em- 
ployer as well as employe go for informa- 
tion. It is a scheme well worth knowing 
something about.”

Test Case in Live Bird Shooting 
‘ May Soon Be Made. 


CLUB MEMBERS INTERESTED 


Prominent Local Shots Going to Kansas 
City—Novel Fly-Casting Contest 
at Sportsmen's Show. 


Since the passage of the bill by the New 
York Legislature prohibiting the shooting 
the confines of the 


of live pigeons within 
State, the opponents of the measure have 


been very quiet, giving the outward semb- 
lance of conforming to tne law gracefully. 
This has been the appearsmce on the sur- 
face, but the conversation has not been of 
so mild a character among the enthusiasts 
of pigeon shooting whenever a few mem- 
bers of the Westminster and Cartaret 
Clubs or of the Interstate Park Associa- 
tion have gathered together. The most out- 
spoken of these admirers of pigeon shoot- 
ing have been careful not to allow their 
statements to go too far at the present 
time. It can be definitely stated, however, 
there considerable serious 
discussion of making a test case of the 
visions of the bill.

freely last night at the Sportsmen’s Show 
in Madison Square Garden. 

‘It is barely possible,” he, ‘* that 
may pigeon shooting going on as 
before in a very short time. I fully expect, 
from what | have heard said on the sub- 
ject, a test case made within a short 
time. The Westminster and Cartaret mem- 
bers have been particularly active in the 
matter, and it is quite possible that the 
test case will be made at the Cartaret 
Gun Club at Garden City. As so many 
local pigeon shooters are going to Kansas 
City, Where the Grand American Handicap 
will begin on March 31, it is probable that 
nothing definite will be done until the close 
of that event. A similar bill was passed 
in Pennsylvania a few years ago and it 
was declared unconstitutional. One of the 
arguments was that the bill made undue 
discrimination in the shooting of game, as 
well in the cruelty charge, for it was 
claimed that it was no more cruel to shoot 
pigeons than is the killing of hunareds of 
chickens and other species of fowl for the 
household markets. The bill simply could 
not stand the onslaughts made against it 
upon constitutional grounds. Matters, 
however, are still in an embryonic state, 
but the pigeon shooters are by no- 
unanimous in a desire to remain quiet un- 
Ger the present bill.”’ 

it will be remembered that Capt. J. A. H. 
Dressel, the gener: il manager of the pres- 
ent Sportsme n’s Show and President of the 
Inter-State Park Association, made the re 
mark at the dinner ee to the open- 
ing of the show, that had something like 
$1,500 been expended, the bill might have 
been defeated. The statement came soon 
after from Albany that Capt. Dressel was 
likely to be called before the Legislature to 
explain what he knew of the matter, but 
Capt. Dressel was never personally notified 
to appear, and he has since refused to dis- 
cuss the subject further. 

If a test case is made, t 
is strongly in favor of it among many of 
the leading club members who indulge | 
pigeon shooting, it is said that there will 
be ample legal] talent only too glad to take

Then, when it was too late, one of 
them realized that there would be serious 
trouble when a train arrived on the west- 
ern track, laden with hundreds of people 
whose only path to the street would be 
through the crowd on the central platform. 
Fruitless, because belated, efforts to open 
a path through the packed multitude were 
made, but when the train came in the in- 
evitable conflict took place, and only the 
remarkable self-restraint which frequent 
experience with such predicaments has 
developed in the New York public rendered 
it possible for all to escape at last with no 
worse consequences than tattered clothing 
and a few bruises. Had there been an out- 
side walk for trains on the western side of 
the platform, as there is for those on the 
eastern side, the suffering would have been 
reduced to litthe more than inconvenience, 
and most of the peril would have been re- 
moved.

Students Distributed a Large Amount of 


Incendiary Literature from the 
Tops of Street Cars. 


PETERSBU March 17, (via the 
March 18.)—The comparatively 
bloodless outcome of Sunday's riots de- 
velops a rather Gilbertian feature an 
otherwise serious political movement. The 
students. in preparing to make a demon- 
stration, remembering the rough treatment 
to which they were subjected at the hands 
of the military last year, sent letters to the 
authorities, promising to demonstrate whol- 
ly unarmed, and begging that the police, 
instead of the militar might be sent to 
maintain order. In fact, while the military 
were numerous, the police were in the ma- 
jority, and the cavalry did not use to any 
great extent the terrible Cossack whips, 
with loaded butts and lead-tipped lashes, 
which caused so many tatalities in 101, 

Tne students, In the course of the day, 
managed to distribute a mass of incendiary 
literature from the tops of street cars, whil 
the police were busy fighting below. Some 
of these prints were couched in the most 
revolutionary language ever sent broadcast 
in Russia. ‘Ine following is an extract 
12om A ieaflet: 

‘Citizens of Russia 
from that nightmare 
which oppresses every 
der which it is impossible 
meet togetner. Where in 
Treedom of speech and 
found in every civilized country? Under 
the heel of the autocrat! Is it not strange 
that one man. with insignificant mental 
faculties, should rule over 140,000,000 peo- 
ple?”’

The 
students declare that this excuse is but a 
pretext of the Sultan. None of them, 
they say, took part in the congress, but 
all have been absorbed in their studies. 
The correspondent goes on to say that 
the Turkish Ambassador in Paris, in 
announcing the stoppage of the pensions, 
admitted that the step was an unjust 
one.

Commons Reject ct Motion for Investiga- 
tion of Commercial History of Boer 
War—An Acrimonious Debate. 


LONDON, March 19.—The debate last 
evening in the House of Commons, on the 
motion of the Liberal leader, Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman, for the appointment 
of a Select Committee to investigate the 
whole commercial history of the South 
African war, cailed out several acrimonious 
exchanges of remarks. 

Reginald McKenna, (Liberal,) 
ing on the Remount Department, 
that widespread corruption in the 
purchases had been disclosed in 
every country on the globe. 

Lord Stanley, Financial Secretary to the 
War Office, interrupted Mr. McKenna with 
an angry denial of a specific charge re- 
garding the purchase of horses in Spain.

The present play is the farce that was so 
long and so deservedly popular some years 
ago at the Madison Square Theatre, under 
the title of *‘ On and Off,’’ and as the clas- 
sical dramas among which it is so strange- 
ly sandwiched (at least from the American 
point view) are given with far greater 
dignity and scholarly authority than our 
native stage able to command, so this 
farce is given with a more abundant flood 
of animal spirits, a lighter and more ex- 
quisitely comic touch. All the world loves 
a joker, including those who also love the 
other materials of entertainment offered by 
Herr Direktor Conried, so that the run of 
the present farce will last during the next 
fertnight, barring a night or two, and, 
judging by its reception last night, it will 
bear frequent revival in the years to come. 
The house gurgled and sputtered with joy 
and at several of the crises of the farce 
fairly rocked with laughter. 

The play, it will be remembered, 
markable for two fresh farcical devices. 
The first is a phonograph, with which a 
man imposes upon a Spiritualist mother-in- 
law, and makes her believe that a heavenly 
voice is speaking words which he has com- 
posed for his own dark ends; and the sec- 
ond is a pretty young woman with a patho- 
logical wink and toss of the head—a clear 
invitation to masculine gallantry—and 
whom her husband, a commercial salesman, 
uses to compromise those he meets in or- 
der to sell his goods to them. In spite of 
the extravagance of this material, the play 
keeps a certain touch-and-go relation to life 
that adds infinitely to its power of enter- 
tainment. Even while the spirits rise to 
the utmost height of hilarity, at least a toe 
is always on the solid ground of human na- 
ture. It may fairly be said that this 
French farce contains shrewder and more 
faithful comments on human nature than 
many a play purporting to be comedy or 
drama—to say nothing of infinitely more 
diversion! 

The chief part last night, George Gode- 
froid, was taken by Gustav von Seyffertitz, 
in whose benefit the first performance was 
given. His manner of acting tends toward 
extravagance, both in such rdéles as the 
present one and in serious parts, such as 
the poisoned peasant in Tolstol's “* Power of 
Darkness "’; but, granting his means, his 
effects are sure and strong. The rival part 
of Alfred Godefroid was taken by Jacques 
Horwitz, who acted with great naturalness 
and restraint, with no less humorous ef- 
fect. Hedwig von Ostermann and Grete

JESUP EXPEDITION RELICS. 


The American Museum of Natural His- 
tory Receives a Large Consignment 
of Specimens from Siberia.

hundred and thirty-six boxes of rel- 
musical instruments, models of 
facial masks have arrived at 
Museum of Natural History 
Thev were collected by Wal- 
Waldemar Bogoras, and 
Berthold Laufer, three members of the 
Jesup expedition. The specimens are for 
the anthropological department of the Mu- 
seum, are expected to serve as object 
the life of the peculiar races liv- 
ing in the northeastern part of Asia. 

Prof. Harlan I. Smith, Assistant Curator 
of the department of archaeology at the 
Museum, was directing the unpacking 
these yesterday. He said that 
Messrs. lson and Bogoras were still in 
tussia, meaning of all the speci- 
would be known until they ar- 
here began work on their re- 
ports. It is expected that this compilation 

reports alone will require two years. 
These two explorers were recommended by 
the Imperial Academy of Sciences at St. 
Petersburg, and were thoroughly familiar 
with the sections of country that were to 
be studied. 

Prof. Smith said that the most striking 
specimens in the new collection were bits 
of pottery from this Siberian country. It is 
a strange fact, Prof. Smith thinks, that 
there should be no remains pottery 
umong the Indlan relics to be found south 
of the Columbia River until the races or 
tribes of Southern California and Mexico 
are encountered, when there is abundant 
pottery. Among the Eskimos of Alaska 
there are many remains of pottery. The 
pottery which has now been found in Si- 
beria is remarkably similar to that discov- 
ered in Alaska. This, according to Prof. 
Smith, leads to the conclusion that Eski- 
mos of the Alaskan region have migrated 
to Northeastern Asia. 

The great question the Jesup expedition 
studying is that of the supposed primi- 
migration of man from Asia to Amer- 
The northwestern portion of this con- 
is now been carefully studied, and 
Asiatic expeditions are expected to 
jeld most important data for further study 
= this problem. As throwing light upon 
this question, Prof. Smith commented upon
